If they 
had the money they would of them- 
selves take steps not only to establish 
manufactories here, but to have a 
market for cotton and a market for 
tobacco and a market for corn and 
wheat and produce of all sorts. But 
they havn't got the money. You have. 
Will you meet them half way? If 
they \will furnish the muscle and 
brains for a manufactory will you as- 
sist them with the capital? If they 
will establish tobaeco warehouses, or 
grain and produce warehouses, will 
you assist them? You ean do it or 
not. This thing is certain. Raleigh 
is now in its last kick from cotton as 
a monopoly and it must be made a 
general market where money changes 
hands the year round or the market 
will dry up and become nothing 
more in the summer than a goud 
stand for peanut huecksters and 
five-cent- Scuppernony 
dealers. Raleigh is fast getting a 
name abroad as a pleasant centre to 
flock to, and so it is, but if something 
isn’t done to kill off the insufferable 
lethargy produced by King Cotton 
that fastens on the -e from May 
until September, not only will the 
men who are settling here leave it 
but strangers abroad will begin to re- 
gard it as only a right lively little 
place for three or four months in a 
vear. We may be wrong but we 
don't think so.

The cen- 
tennial year seems to be bringing up 
a lot of old deeds to the eurface. he 
matter concerning a certain lodge in 
the city we referred to yesterday 
there wasa slight mistakein. The 
lodge property was deeded long years 
ago by a well known and benevolent 
old gentleman as far back as 1811, 
and between the heirs and the lodge 
tradition bas it that it was to con- 
tinue the property of the lodge so 
jong as used for that = ose but 
when once yacated then it should re- 
vert to theheirs. The lodge authori- 
ties bave an agreement between the 
heirs in writing that the property 
shall be sold and _ the _pro- 
ceeds shared between each other. 
But as to .other proper'y con- 
veyed in the same deed there seems 
clearly to be an opening for the heirs 
to make suit. The land whereon the 
Insane Asylum now rests and other 
Jand where princely buildings have 
since been reared comes within the 
provinces of this old deed. The deed 
reads that pot afoot of this land 
should be sold so jong as any one of 
the intestate’s daughters remained 
unmarried and if such land was sold 
then it should revert to those of the 
sisters whobad remained faithful to 
thecharge. Itis said that by agree- 
ment of all parties this land was sold 
duiing the unmarried life of one of 
the daughters and bow in this cen- 
tennial year after nearly a century 
has rolled by this old deed comes to

The Suicide of Hon. I.. H. Chandleree 
His Body Found in the Cistern of 
His Heuse--“tatemecnt of Hon. Jas. 

H. Platt. 


Tho body of Hon. L. H. Chandler 
was found in the cistern attached to 


his dwelling house, in Norfolk, this 
morning. on. James H. Platt, who 


came from Norfolk on the noon train, 
informs us that Mr. Chandler return- 
ed from Washington City to Norfolk 
on Tuesday, and during Wednesday 
was busy writing, among other pa- 
pers, a deed conveying certain furni- 


ter. At ten o’elock that night he 


edged the instrument. At 11 o’clock 
daughter from her room to his bed- 
side. Throwing his arms around her 
and weeping, he said, ‘You have 
been a kind child to me.’’

On Monday night Mr. Platt went 
to his room with himin Wasbington 
and informed him what he ba: gath- 
ered at the departments.

A singalar romance has been dis- 
closed in a divorce case recently cie- 
cided in London.

Demurrer in Enforcement Case Sus- 
tained. 


BALTIMORE, April 11.—In_ the 
United States Circuit Court vester- 
day Judge Giles sustained the denur- 
rer in all of the election cases under 
the Enforcement Act, and ordered 
the aequittal of those indicted. 

The demurrer was on the ground 
that the enforcement act was neither 
appropriate or constitutional legisla- 
tion under the constitution and ‘its 
amendments. Judge Giles sustained 
the demurrer in pursuance of the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the recently decided 
cases of Hiram Reese and Mathew 
Foushee.
